THE FALL OF WE!-HEL-WEL 


GREAT NAVAL BATTLE, 


CHEFOO ATTACK?D, ‘ 
Shanghal, February 8th, 5.1 p.m. 

- On the 3rd instant the Japanese renewed the 
attack on Wel-hal-wel, The Chinesa fleet 
rffered a stubborn resistance and drove off 
the Invaders, with heavy losses on both side, 
Derlng the night of the 4th the Japanese cleared 
the entrance of torpedoes, and then thelr 
torpedo-boats sushed Into the harbour and 
torpedoed the trorclads ~— Tingynen ond. 
Chenynen, which sank, with all hands, 
in three fathomeof water. Theenemy's vessels 
then retrested towards the eastward, 

During the night of the 5th another rush 
was mede by torpedo-boats, which reanfted In 
the Welynen. Ltywen and Paokwa being 
destroyed, _ together with most of their 
crews. This accomplished, the Jananesa versels 
put fo nen and ‘retuened with the whole 
Fleet at dawn of the 6th, when the 
remnant of'the Chinere fleet, then In the har. 
hour, was seized and Flukungtao formally 
deenpled, : 

Admiral Ting is reported to have escaped, 
bat Admiral McClure ond other British 
officers are among the slain, . 

The Japanese losses instained in the capture 
of Wel-hal-wet {nclude General Otara and 
240 officers and men, Returns of wounded not 
yet obtainable. 

The Japanese are now marching on Chefoo, 
whrre the greatest consternation prevails. - :

THE DEFENCE OF WEI-BAI-WE I. 


THE CHINESR FLERT TO THE FORE, 


Chefor, February ond. , 
The following Chinese telegraphic despatches 
have heen recelved att" {a port from Webhal-wel, 
Liukunetao, and Februsry—On the rat instant 
the enemy’s fleet made another attempt to 
force the eastern entrance of the vor’, but 
so hot was our fire. from .both fleet’ and 
the forte gt that end that we succe-ted In 
destroying th:ee of the enemy's tornedo boats, 
and caused two others to he towed off In'n sink. 
ing condition by other boats undamaged, or by 
launches. There were also three. armoured 
crilsers, via: the Foshind, Fuso and one almilar 
to the Zsushushima, which’were observed to 
be well battered by our s'ells, and two of 
them, the VosAing and the Fuso, were badly 
disabled ; the latter listed on one side so. much 
anto be evidently in asinting condition, The 
damage tothe Fuso wis by a new tnvention, 
like dynamite, which when shot off from anecial 
Runs caused terrible explosions In the water lke 
the bursting of torpedoes, This new weapon was 
also the means of destroying one of the enemy's 
torpedo beats, sending {t inte spree seemingly, 
leaving ‘nothing bekInd, We are fortunate In 
posseasing this instroment ofoffence and defence, 
and Ite destrnctive effects have evidently created 
fear in the hearts of the enemy, who immediately 
retreated in haute when they found ont: the 
natare of the abote sent at them. Five /f scuth- 
east of the eastern forts area number of earth- 
works which have been abandoned by us’: but 
the enemy will not be able te avail themselver 
of them since they are well commanded by 
our guns from the eastern and southern 
forts. This tt the anty loss. we bave suffered 
during the past five or gix days, whtch,- 
as may be percelved, is rot very important, 
aud which {fs more than counterbalanced 
by the losses suffered by the enemy at-dea, 
It {s to be earnestly hoped that the Viceroy Li's 
promifge'of sending a force from Tlertsin’ and 
turning\the soothern.troops en route for the north 
towards\ Wel-bat-wel Ins’ead, will be kept. On 
the nigh the 31st Janunty a body of 2000 
men and a!x guns, with a quantity of rice, arrived 
at ‘Wel-hal-wel, having been gent to we from 
Governor Lt Ping-heng's encampment at Fushan 
(near Chefoo), We have more than encugh 
ammunition, hath for our large euns as wel at 
small arms, and our rice granaries contaln 
enough to feed filteen jbouand men for elx 
months, 
SHawanay February ath. 
Our telegraphic communtrations fram Chefoo 
and Japap are very confile'tng, but notwith- 
standing the Chinese statements to the contrary * 
the Japanese appear to have taken all the land 
forts on the south and the east, but hava met 
with determined ard so far successtal opnogitton 
from the fleet and the batterfes on Lulkunetac 
and from those on the western side of the 
harbour, and Wel-baf.wel {s far from belng 
captured ap'to the latest news from Shantung 
The weather became so boleterous and severc

The Centurion and Lolus were off Wel-hai 
wel when the assault, way made on the essterr 
forts, and eye-witnesies have described the way 
in which the Japanese took these.

The following sccount of Wel-bal-wel, taken 
from Mr. Armatrong's book on Shantang, cannot 
fall to be of interest at the present time :— 

Forty miles eastward of Chefoo, and twenty 
to the west’ of Alceste Island, the coast ‘line 
rforms am deep bight, which, sheltered ‘to’ the 
northward by the Island of Liv-Kang-tao, makes 
the commodious anchorage known ag Wel-hale 
wel Harbour, 

Liu-kung-tao, gro feet high, is about two 
miles fn length east and west, and one mile 
north ‘and south, near Its western extremity. 
Its northern shores ave for the most part formed 
of steep cllffs, with deep water cinse to the 
land. On the southern side fea firm sandy 
besch,. The steep northern slopes of the 
Island are not fertile, yet a few. stragoling 
Crops are gathered by perhaps thirty families’ 
who Ilve on that side. The sonth lope, which 
has a gentle descent, sheltered by the long ridge 
of the {sland from the Sortherly winds, and 
exposed always to the warm rays of the sun, ts 
extremely fertile, and crops of the ordinary 
vegetable productions of Shentung are vrown'In, 
abundance, The popolatlon, which (n 3884 did 
not exceed 400, now reaches, say, 
of soldiers and saflors. = 

On the mainiand to the southward, the thore, 
forma a sandy. beach for several miles, In: the 
tmmediate nelghbourhood of the shore, the soll 
is not so productive as further inland, as the 
northerly galea frequently drift the sand Inwards 
for some distance, To the westward of,the 
harbour, in a low fertile valley, Hes the town of 
Wei-halowel, sarroanded by a wall one-and-. 
half miles tong, The town has about alx huondred' 
farnilies, a large aren withio the walls being ased 
for agricultural. porposes, Since the work of 
Aorifying -the barbour-arproscher and of con-:
